Dur- 
ing my journey I made tho acquaintance of 
a mucii larger number of "pious" work- 
men, especially among native born Ameri- 
cans, than I think it would be possible to 
do in the same time in England.

was apparent everywhere an assumption 
that Christian doctrines wero true. Among 
the boarders at one house might be Tunker 
Baptists, Episcopalians, Itoiuau Catholics- 
and Universalists; but a respectable mi- 
nority, if not tho majority, would bo iolera- 
bly sure to belong to some religious body. 
In England, in any chauco assembly of 
]abor*rs, the majority would certaiuly not 
be flcknowledgedjuiembers of any Christian 
congregation whatever.
